Toynbee Arrives In Montreal ; 
Will Meet With McGill Students

Arnold Joseph Toynbee, con- 
sidered in intellectual circles to 
be the greatest historical theor- 
ist of modern times, began a 
three week McGill •visit yester- 
day. ^ 

The famous phiiosonber-hlsto- 
rian is the guest of the McGill 
faculty and ' the ■ prime purpose 
of hU visit is to deliver thoT Sir 
Edward Beatty Memorial Lec- 
tures on "The Preseht Day Ex- 
periment in Western Civiliza- 
tion." He will also spent con- 
siderable time meeting students 
and speaking in course seminars. 

fÀEET STUDENTS 

Dean - David Thomson, vice- 
principal, said last night, "We 
consider the opportunity for the 
students to meet Toynbee per- 
sonally as one of the major pur- 
poses of the Bcattjr Lectures." 

Dr. Toynbee received members 
of -Montreal^ news media at a 
press .conference '. in his- Ritz 
Carlton^Hotel^-'SRitè - yesterday 
morning.' : Thé visitor showed re- 
' markablc dexterity in answering 
the rapid-fire questions from- re- 
porters. '

present state of world affairs is 
that we are on the brlqk of 
disaster, but that we will not fall 
over. "We seem to be showing 
a much more Intelligent attitude 
. lately," he said. "Modem humans 
• are. ho more silly or wicked than 
u the past, but ia vie^' of mod? 
era day armamçnt, we liftve to 



be much more sensible to sur- 
vive." 

Dr. Toynbee, a 'blaster of five 
languages, spoke in fluent French 
as he answered questions of re- 
porters from La Presse and Le 
Devoir. 

Asked to forecast the Imme- 
diate future in world affairs in 
view of the recent American 
election, the white-haired gentle- 
man replied : "President-elect 
Kennedy is obviously a very 
brave' man, .a man who will not 
be afraid to do something. I 
found my hopes rising when he 
was elected." 

MIXTURE 

Dr. Toynbee then stated he sees 
no possibilitv of there ever be- 
ing universal democracy or uni- 
versal socialism. "I believe the- 
countries of the world will pro- 
gress towards a mixture of cap- 
italism and socialism. Different 
mixtures will appear in different 
parts of the' world according to 
the needs of < the different' coun- 
tries," he said, : 

Asked his current view on the 
course of history, . Dr. Toynbee 
stated: "We.aVc facing a very 
extreme choice,. Either we must 
form some 'kind of world state 
with centralized control of all 
nuclear weapons OR we arfe go- 
ing td-smash ourselfes up." 

. . AUTHOR / 

Dr. Toynbee is the author of 
the ten-volume, 3,230,000 word 
work, "A Study Of History". Thlj 
monumental work examines the 
hlstpr/, of 21 different civiliza- 



tions set up by Toynbee before 
he started the task which took 
him 20 years to complete. 

Following his Montreal visit, 
the eminent scholar will travel 
to Philadelphia where he ^wil| 



leach a one-semester seminar 
course at the University, of 
Pennsylvania. He will have a 
further brief visit iir Canada 
when he speaks at the University 
of Western Ontario in May. 



bles and convert the Games 
Room into office space — of 
which there is a great need — 
and meeting rooms must be ta- 
ken by the SEC, as it is a policy 
change, he explained.

The decision to outlaw card- 
playing will be enforced imme- 
diately by removing the card ta- 
ble from the Games Room, as 
well as by having Union officials 
patrol fae Wqrkshop, the playj 
era' main haunt. In addition, the-

at 5 pm, rather thân;late at night. 
PURPOSE OP UNION : 

"It all comes back to what we 
believe to be the purptose of the 
Union", Carswell said. "It is not 
•run principally for recreation, 
but to supply part of the stu- 
dent's education". 

ît does this by getting him into 
worthwhile activities, giving him 
executive experience, and teaeh» 
Ing him a knowledge of people." 

Ha continued, "There Is no 
pool room in the plans of tha 
new Union. I don't believe there 
should be much space devoted to 
sheer leisure." 

'These activities do not con- 
tribute, to the intellectual atmos- 
phere, of a university, but their 
do'cauise a great waste of- time' , 
he stated. 

SIMILAR ACTIONS? 

He concluded, "It woiild bo a 
worthwhile project for other un- 
dergraduate societies, such as 
the ASUS and the EUS, to look 
into their own common rooms, 
and try to clear them up". 

Carswell stressed that the ac* 
tion was not "an attack on tha 
particular students, but on tha 
principle involved". 

"Actually, there will not be 
many people affected by thé de*

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Grits Bounce Back 

After tlie Liberal Party bit the dust kicked by 
Mr. Diefenbaker's national election sweep in 1958, a 
proposition which appeared evident in 1957 was 
inconti-overtably est^iblished : the goliath prits had 
been felled and needed quick treatment. Otiierwlse 
they stood a good chance to follow their U.K. 
counterparts into plaintive ob.scurity. The pos.sibilities 
appeared even better once the CCF and Canadian 
Labour Congress decided jointly to biiild — from the 
botton up — a new left-of-centre-but-not-too-socialist 
political movement. 

For a long time tlie picture changed very little. 
Then Mr. Pearson announced a plan which came to 
fruition thi.s week in the Ottawa Coliseum : a national 
convention of big "L" and small "L" liberals, meeting 
• to solidify party support and to produce imaginative 
. new ideas for the bankrupt Liberal idea bank. 

From all indications, the conference is headed for 
almost unqualified success. Already dozens of 
thoughtful and courageous committee resolutions have 
been adopted on subjects ranging from NORAD to Red 
China to South Africa to a national health scheme. 

Most of the motions adopted reflect an image of 
the Libera] parùy which emerg:es quite di.stinct from a 
rather ethereal and hazy past. They give the 
Impression that tlie opposition party is one prepared 
to espouse policies which in the..,past only smaller 
gjoups thought they could afford,- and had the courage 
to propose to cicctoi's. .;• 

.It sccma likely that the Liberals will now bounce 
back from the convention as a rejuvenated party. 

Because of this new image, formed in the wake 
of recent .provincial election victories, . the Liberal 
convention will not only lejuvenate an old and weak 
party ; it may well also effect a badly needed 
rejuvenation of the Canadian body politic. It bounces 
back from the challenge presented to it by the New 
Party to present- ah. even more foimidable challenge to 
the Tory convention schedulQd to meet in Ottawa this 
Bpring. ^ , • 

Opportunity Beckons 

Some years ago a generous gift to McGill Uni- 
versity in memory of a former Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity established the Sir Edward Beatty Memorial 
Lectures. Purpose of the gift was to enable McGill 
once a year to invite a distinguished scholar to visit 
us and to discuss .some of the; many great problems 
that confront our gener.'ition. 

Today, Dr. Toynbee is here; and tonight he will 
ffive. the first; of three .lectures on "The Present Day 
Experiment In Western Civilization." Needless to say, 
every seat in Sir Arthur Currie bymnasium wa.s spo- 
ken for days ago. Some members of the McGill com- 
munity doubtless will miss the lectures. But the.se 
people should not pijss the opportunity to see and meet 
this great man simply. because they cannot get a, ticket 
to the lectures. 

Dr. Toynbee will be at McGill until Feb. 1. He is 
an extremely plea.sant and outgoing, man. Despite his 
72 years, he is veiy energetic and enjoys on all topics 
for hours at a time. He especially likes students; he 
likes to talk with them and discuss history and philo- 
sophy. Yesterday he expressed the hope that he will 
- be able to meet many McGill students individually. 

What .is more. University officials are going to 
great lengths to ensure that McGill students will have 
an opportunity io, meet Dr. Toynbee. they are carry- 
ing out the wishes of. the benefactor, who made, the 
Beatty Lectures possible. . 

We wish only to say that it would be a shame 
indeed if interested students faile(] to tajce advantage 
«f this opportunity to meet the mail whose' Ideas are 
,-B0 influential ill. interpreting the coijrsV of western

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We are Not 
Tathetic' - CÙCND 

Sir: 

I am glad to sec that CUCND 
Lb arousing interest among Mc- 
Gill students as witnessed by 
Mr. Korol's letter Tuesday. I 
think most of his arguments are 
"pathetic*, but I would like to 
take Issue with some of the 
questions he raises. . 
' First, he calls CUCND "irres- 
ponsible": would consider Mr. 
Lester B. Pearson, Nobel Peace 
Prize Winner, irresponsible for 
advocating a non-nuclear policy 
for Canada? Korol goes on to 
claim that CUCND is trying "to 
deprive this country of all de- 
fense against aggression". 

The aim of CUCND is to 
help extricate Canada- from 
adrift into nuclear .suicide, be- 
cause, as PH Diefenbaker said, 
'.'there is do' defense in a nu- 
clear war". 

Extricating ourselves from di- 
saster does not put us "at the 
mercy of a treacherous totali- 
tarian power", rather, it enables 
us to lead the middle powers 
in hastening disarmament by 
pressure on the two superpo- 
wers. 

The only sensible point Mr. 
Korol. makes is what happens 
if .Nuclear Disarmament does 
comË about, there are still con- 
ventional arms; True. First, con- 
ventional arms are not as des- 
tructive as nuclear arms; but, 
if . nuclear disarmament docs 
come about, that will hasten the 
conclusion of a conventional 
arms ajirccmcnt, since there was 
the will on all sides to conclude 
a nuclear arms ban.

staff, and seeing coloured slides 
of living conditions. ,*

He" returned to the 
lincbacking slot and t;ave his team 
a big boost toward winning the 
championship.

Braekevelt lived up to ail expec- 
tations. He had a fine season back 
at guard.
